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REMARKS 

On December 10, 2009, the assignee of this application, Nuance Communications, Inc., 
submitted a response to the Final Office Action mailed August 24, 2009. In response, the Examiner 
issued an Advisory Action, mailed December 16, 2009, indicating that the arguments in the 
assignee's response were not persuasive and providing comments explaining why the Examiner did 
not find the assignee's arguments persuasive. The assignee submits this amendment, with a Request 
for Continued Examination, to add new claim 23 and to seek clarification on the comments in the 
Advisory Action. 

In particular, in the assignee's response filed December 10, 2009, the assignee argued that 
Harb does disclose or suggest automatically generating a speech dialog that includes at least one 
audio prompt that is played in response to accessing at least one of the voice-enabled capabilities of 
its corresponding managed system. The assignee understood the Final Office Action to assert that 
the extensible style sheets (XSLTs) were automatically generated style sheets, based on the fact that 
page 3 of the application quoted claim 1 and stated in parentheses directly following the limitation 
of claim lthat recites automatically generating a grammar and a speech dialog for each managed 
system using its corresponding system speech profile, "col. 9 lines 59-64, generating an XSLT 
based on the UI object selected to be voice enabled, col. 17 lines 47-55 grammar update 
processing." 

The Advisory Action clarifies that the Examiner does not consider the XSLT to be an 
automatically generated speech dialog, and appears to assert that Harb discloses automatically 
generating a speech dialog at col. 4, lines 25-34, which was also cited on page 3 of the Final Office 
Action. 

The assignee would appreciate clarification on this point. The assignee acknowledges that 
the cited portion of Harb at col. 4, lines 25-34 discloses that a user may interact with a voice enabled 
system by providing voice commands. However, this portion of Harb does not say that speech 
dialog that is used by the system to interact with users is automatically generated. Indeed, this 
portion of Harb is entirely silent as to how the speech dialog in the system of Harb is generated. 
Clarification as to how the Examiner believes this portion of Harb to disclose automatically 
generating a speech dialog is respectfully requested. 
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To the extent that the Examiner is not relying on this portion of Harb as teaching automatic 
generation of a speech dialog, a detailed explanation as to how the Examiner is interpreting Harb to 
disclose automatically generating a speech dialog would be greatly appreciated.
